Dumas Urges 


Corporate 
Tax Slashes 


Hal S. Dumas, of Atlanta, Presi- 
dent of the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, 
was a witness Thursday before 
the Senate Finance Committee, in 
Washington, in opposition to pro- 
posed higher corporate tax and 
excise rates. Instead, Dumas urged 


that some of these taxes be re- 
duced. 


The proposed 15 percent tax 
rate of local telephone service for 
business, Dumas said, is 50 per- 
cent higher than the luxury tax 
of such items as jewelry and furs. 
In regard to the proposed 10 per- 
cent tax of residential telephone 
service, Dumas said: 

“It is almost unbelievable that 
this is proposed to be taxed at 
10 percent, while short-haul trans- 
portation, water, gas and certain 
uses of electrical energy are now 
tax exempt. ... Telephone serv- 


ice in the home is not a luxury— 
it is an essential like water, gas 
and electricity.” 


Dumas said this proposed tax 
would make the rural telephone 
program of his company much 
more difficult to put into effect.

The 
Zoning Board twice has turned down pro- 
posals to allow commercial development 
at the intersection. Reasons for its action 
were available to County Commissioners. 
’ Among them was the proposed projection

Red ‘Peace’ 
Propaganda in Atlanta 


Hundreds of Atlantans have been 
duped into signing the Communist “Stoek- 
holm Peace Proposal,” which is nothing 
more than a Russian propaganda trick, 

The “Peace Proposal” was passed 
March 19 in Stéckholm at the World Con- 
gress of Partisans for Peace, a Communist 
outfit -similar to Communist “peace” or- 
ganizations the world over—one of which 
was held in New York sometime ago. 

It is a complete fraud. Eastern Euro- 
peans under the domination of Moscow 
are signing the thing by the millions.

To Be Closed 


Some weeks ago the Veterans’ Admin- 


‘istration announced plans for closing 


Lawson Hospital here, transferring its 
activities to Oliver General Hospital in 
Augusta. and converting Hospital 48 on 
Peachtree Road to a general hospital. 

The announcement set off a whirlwind 
of protests from the American Legion and 
other veteran groups. Congressmen were 
pressured into going direct to the White 
House to effect a cancellation of the order. 
President Truman did temporarily stay 
the changes pending a further investiga- 
tion, promising no move would be made 
until all the facts had been re-evaluated. 

Last week the VA again announced 
that Lawson would be closed and the 
other contemplated changes effected. 

Plainly, on its second examination the 
VA found no new facts to warrant can- 
cellation of its original plans. 

The only question involved is whether 
veterans will receive adequate medical 
attention. We believe they will. More- 
over, the changes will mean a consider- 
able saving in taxpayers’ money. 

We, too, would like to see Atlanta re- 
tain all such facilities possible. But we 
do not want them as a result of purely 
political pressure and at the expense of 
economy and efficiency.

Taft Attack 
Falls Short 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s critics 
are hard put to find something to attack in his 
historic decision to intervene against the Com- 

munist invasion of South Korea. For the most part they have been 
forced to confine themselves to flyspecks. 

Senator Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, for example, sees nothing 
wrong in what the President did, but severely condemns his man- 
ner of doing it. He would have had Mr. Truman go before Con- 
gress and formally ask approval of a resolution directing him to 
do what was done. 

The only difficulty about that was the time element. The Com- 
munists from North Korea were on the move, having already in- 
vaded South Korea in violation of all law and order and the com- 
mon decenciés among civilized peoples which the United Nations 


organization was set up to protect. 
No Time If we had waited for Congress to pass a formal 
resolution on the subject, irreparable damage 
might have been done. In the first place, there would have been 
the temptation for some screwball to tie up proceedings for a week 
or more in a debate over whether the move was justified. Mean- 
time, the Communists, judging from the way they have been going, 
would probably have overrun South Korea completely, presenting 
us with a fait accompli. It would have made our task far more 
difficult. It is difficult enough as it is. 

Next, the tin horn critics like Senator McCarthy, of Wisconsin, 
and Senator Jenner, of Indiana, unable to find any fault with the 
President's action, have sought to center their fire on Secretary of 
State Acheson. Joining with Senator Taft, they are demanding his 
resignation on the ground that his Far Eastern policy has been re- 
pudiated by the President in what was done. Mr, Acheson had 
made certain statements previously outlining our position with 
respect to China and Formosa, which is the silly basis for the de- 
mands that he resign. 

The ridiculousness of all of this, of course, is that the Secretary 
of State has no foreign policy. Whether or not any policy is of his 
making or inspiration, the responsibility for its execution lies ex- 
clusively with the President. If Mr. Truman reversed anyone, he 
reversed himself. 

It is true that, prior to the Korean crisis, we were following a 
line of keeping out of the Chinese mess in so far as possible. After 
sinking more than two billion dollars in support of the corrupt 
Chinese Nationalist regime and seeing its forces disintegrate before 
the Communist uprising, we finally decided to wash our hands of 
the affair and leave Formosa, the last foothold of the Nationalists, 
to its own fate. 

Then came the latest act of aggression in Korea, where we had 
set up a separate democratic nation after the defeat of Japan. That 
move on the part of the Communists was more than we could 
stomach. When we cast our lot on the side of world law and order, 
upholding the edict of the United Nations Security Council, we 
broadened the scope of our Far Eastern policy and laid down the 
line against any Communist threats to Formosa—an entirely logical 
course. If we were going part way, we might as well go the whole 
distance. 

The critics see in this a reversal for our Far Eastern policy. If 
any reversal is involved President Truman is the person who order- 
ed it. It would make about as much sense for the critics to demand 
the resignation of the President, whose actions they applaud. So 
far as foreign policy is concerned, every President is his own Sec- 
retary of State. The State Department is merely the mouth piece of 
the White House in matters of the kind. 

But perhaps the greatest and

frontery of all is the attack being made by some of the critics 
on our failure thus far to accept the offer of the Chinese V itionalist 
Government to send troops to South Korea to aid us in our efforts 
to drive the Communists out. Here the Monday morning quarter- 
backs are setting themselves up as Friday night military coaches. 

Up to the present writing, neither the President nor General 
MacArthur has indicated any willingness to accept the Nationalist 
offer, though we have gladly accepted all other offers of the kind 
from United Nations countries. The reasons for this should be 
obvious to any school boy. If we allowed the Nationalist forces to 
come in that would be an invitation for the Communists of China 
to intervene on behalf of North Korea, something we hope very 
much to avoid. Thereby would be the makings of another Spain. 
Our aim is to localize the situation as much as possible. 

The critics are finding it hard to make-.a case for themselves. 
Even the points raised by Senator Taft were so labored that most 
metropolitan newspapers, regardless of political affiliation, did 
not see sufficient news merit in his attack to warrant a front page 
story.

The Editors: In your editorial of July 3 you 
expressed the belief that the main lack of the 
South Korean fighting man is the will to fight. 
I do not share your conclusion, and I frankly 
cannot help wondering how you arrived at it, 


being so remote from the scene of action and 
from any opportunity to observe the men of 
whom you speak. One reason I am writing this 
letter is that having been born in Korea and 
having lived there until 1940, in cities and towns 
both north and south of the 38th parallel, I feel 
I have at least a fair acquaintance with the 
people. 

The 35-year Japanese domination of Korea, 
which ended on V-J Day, was hard beyond the 
average American’s faintest knowledge. Then, 
reports to them from refugees fresh from the 
Communist-run northern half of the country 
have, during the last five years, kept the south- 
erners well aware of what it will mean to them 
if their own part of the once-homogeneous na- 
tion cannot stand off Communist control. I think, 
sir, the will to fight is there, however true it 
may be that faith in their government has not 
run very high. Where would the situation really 
be much better, when a nation must learn self- 
government after three and a half decades of 
severe oppression? 


Something prompted a high-ranking officer 
in the U. S. military advisory mission in| South 
Korea to say (and he was quoted in American 
papers last week), that the South Korean army 
was the “shootin’est army outside the United 
States.” Might it not be that the real trouble in 
the Korean war right now is not in the South 
Korean’s will to fight, but in our not giving our 
aid when President Syngman Rhee wanted it— 
months ago? .

Additional appropriations may also be nec- 
essary. The financial situation was hinted at 
by Secretary of Treasury John W. Snyder when, 
appearing on the tax bill that has passed the 
House, and now is before the Senate Finance 
Committee, he withheld final judgment .on ‘the 
reductions contemplated because of jhe Korean 
emergency. It may not be the time to cut taxes. 

An indication of some of the thinking in Con- 
gress on economic aid to Korea—béfore the 
Communist attack—came when Mr. Foster and 
his aides testified before the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee in mid-June. They were grilled 
at length about why our government should 
extend aid to the Korean Government for prop- 
erties and functions now nationalized by the 
South Korean republic under its Constitution, 
of which 56 were listed. Sen. Ferguson, Repub- 
lican, Michigan, who was for the aid, never- 
theless protested that “we are aiding nationali- 
zation all over the world instead of private 
enterprise,” while Sen. Robertson, Democrat, 
Virginia, asked “if we are pouring money down 
a rat hole in Korea and stimulating socialism 
in some other alien form of government, or are 
we sterpming the tide of Communism in Korea, 
and is it worth it?” 


The reply was that there is little private 
eapital in Korea for investment, er outside 
capital willing te risk investment, and that 
it is wisest for our government to deal with 
the government there rather than take a 
chance with leeal private interests that 
might not be responsible. 


Korea is not a simple problem. But the solu- 
tion for the immediate dilemma caused by the 
Communist attack has been simplified. The 
immediate job is a military one, and everything 
must be concentrated on that.

The Passing of the Front Porch

Just on the surface it may seem facetious to say so, but I firmly believe one of the tragedies of 


the ‘age to be the passing of the front porch from the architecture of the American home. 


With its 


gradual extinction, we are losing, I fear, some of the treasured values of family life. 


People today need a front porch on their 
homes, and I don’t mean one of those stoop-like 
affairs which you're liable to fall off of if you 
make an awkward turn when you go out to get 
the morning milk. We need a roomy porch, one 
which would allow for some lounging around 
and good old rocking chair rocking. People live 
too fast now. They should pause long enough 
occasionally to throw their feet up on the ban- 
nisters and do a bit of introspective philosophiz- 
ing. 


The passing of the front porch, like the 
fireplace which I have already mentioned in 
a column, is an effect of this civilized age 
in which we live and not so much a cause. 
Simply te change our architecture, so as to 
put front porches back on houses would 
net bring back the so-called “good old days” 
when life was leisurely lived and families 
were tied together by intimate relationships. 
But it would help matters considerably. 


Some of the most profound thinking I’ve ever 
done was accomplished to the rhythmic squeak 
of rockers, as I kept a chair moving and my 
thoughts wandering, on the front porch back 
home. I practically read an entire set of Har- 
vard Classics in such a position, and even today 
I find it a little difficult to do much effective 
reading uriless I’m swaying to and fro. 

Too, I might add, some of the fondest mem- 


kitten, about half grown, scampered up within 
reach. I had been told that you couldn't drop a 
cat on its back, so I proceeded to test the adage. 
I held the struggling, clawing and meowing ani- 
mal carefully by its feet over the bannisters 
and let go.

We used to lie on the old couch with its dusty 
smell, its cats and cat hair and read the funnies 
when weather permitted. There were’no screéns 
to keep the flies out, but we were then un- 
schooled in germs and they didn't bother us too 
much. 

The front porch, during sunny Summer 
months, became the gathering place for the fam- 
ily, and especially on Sunday afternoons.

It is natural to expect a fash- 
ion director’s wife to be known, 
to a certain extent, by the clothes 
she wears.

heart disease. 

Before the advent of modern 
obstetrics, infection and hemor- 
rhage were the chief concern of 
the doctor at childbirth. Control 
of infection and hemorrhage has 
been largely mastered in the 
light of the advance of obstetri- 
cal science, leaving heart dis- 
ease as the chief concern today. 

Even in the face of modern 
knowledge of heart disease, it is 
perhaps safe to say that about 
20 per cent of mothers dying in 
childbirth or shortly afterward, 
do s0 because of heart disease. 
As a matter of fact, a good 
share of this 20 per cent—per- 
haps most of it—covers those 
who die in the sixth and sev- 
enth month of pregnancy. 

I am frequently asked about 
the prospects of pregnancy and 
childbirth, by young women 
with heart disease who are con- 
templating marriage.

On the other hand, in- 
different care might result in 
disaster, in a case thought 
originally to be within safe lim- 
its. Again, I stress the impor- 
tance of capable medical super- 
vision of the entire subject—by 
the physician on the scene. 

Many states now require an 

-examination for: venereal dis- 
ease, before a marriage license 
is issued, Ideally, this examina- 
tion should be complete—in or- 
der to ascertain the possibility 
of other eonditions—heart dis- 
ease among them—which would 
interfere with pregnancy and 
childbirth. | 

The responsibility of denying 
the possibility of motherhood to 
a young woman is certainly out- 
side the province of the conduc- 
tor of this column. A good plan 
to follow is to be sure your 
ticker is in shape for any even- 
tuality—before the fair-haired 
boy comes along. Once he is on

Snow pie is one of those 
longed-for fool-proof refrigera- 
tor pies, Crushed pineapple adds 
luscious bits of color and flavor 
to the fluffy, creamy cottage 
cheese filling—and cinnamon 
adds delightful interest to the 
crust.

Come summertime hot dishes 
exit and equally. nourishing 
cold foods enter. 


Platters of cold cuts, tremen- 
dous salad bowls of fruits, 
vegetables and greens, jellied 
soups, frozen desserts — these 
are the Summer stars. 

Few foods have such seasonal 
importance as salad dressing 
and few are so abused. Some 
women use the same dressing 
on all kinds of salads. Others 
always use the same recipes 
Winter and Summer without 
realizing it is the dressing that 
lifts a salad out of a humdrum 
class into something really spe- 
cial. 

Salads are our Summer main- 
stays at home. We have all 
kinds of salads from light non- 
filling green ones to the hearty 
meat ones. Salads always taste 
good at our house and there are 
never arguments about eating 
them because I make sure the 
salad dressings are perfect. 

Years ago when I managed a 
big department store tearoom 
we served trays of salad and 
trays of dressing for guests to 


choose their own. Here are four 
of the most popular dressings. 
Celery seed dressing is best 
suited for fresh fruit salads, 
hearts of lettuce, or mixed 
greens. Two or three table- 
spoons of it mixed with chicken, 
fish or meat before adding may- 
onnaise is a fine salad trick. 


CELERY SEED DRESSING 


ly cup sugar 
1's teaspeens paprika 
l's teaspeens dry mustard
